REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The following report with estimates of the varions ap- 
propriations needed for the year is respectfully submitted 
by the School Board. 

Lhe deficiency in supplementary reading’ mentioned 
in last year’s report has been made good and the supply of 
books of all kinds now seems adequate to our present 
needs. There is a good set of maps and a globe for every 
school. 

The building at Nd. 13 has been shingled, the school 
room has been papered with suitable paper and the out- 
house moved and connected with the main building by a 
latticed passage-way. The outbuilding at the village 
school has been similarly connected and altered so that the 
conditions there are more tolerable. 
| We have tried to secure in every case the best possible 
teachers for the wages paid. In this we have been gen- 
erally successful. 

The average weekly wage per teacher has been more 
than one dollar higher than last year, yet the total amount 
paid for teachers’ salaries amounts to nearly $300 less than 
last year. This is due to the fact that we have had fewer 
teachers. As we receive from the state two dollars per 
week for every certificated teacher employed, we have 
endeavored to employ only teachers meeting this qualifica- 
tion. Nearly all our preseut teachers are certificated. 

We began the year with nine schools in session, but 
on account of the small number of pupils the school on 
Gordon Hill was closed at the end of the fall term. It was 
also considered advisable to close the No. 12 school at the 
same time. Upon the request of some of the parents and 
with the consent of all parents interested it was decided to 
send the pupils of the school to the Bristol graded schools 
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for the twelve weeks of their winter term. This is being 
done at a cost of about $60 tuition. To maintain our own 
school six weeks would cost between sixty and seventy 
dollars. These children will thus secure twice as much 
schooling at the same cost. We expect to open the No. 
12 school again in April. 

It is planned to give thirty-two weeks of school this 
year instead of the usual thirty. The reason for this is 
_that often something necessitates the closing of some schools 
for a week or two. This brings the average number of 
weeks of school below thirty, and we fail to secure the full 
amount given by the state for an average of thirty weeks. 
Since last fall two schools have already lost a week or two 
on account of the sickness of teacher or pupils. 

At the beginning of the full term the Board adopted 
the state program of study for elementary schools and 
placed in the hands of every teacher a schedule approved 
by the State Superintendent. The purpose in doing this 
is to secure for each school the same uniform course of 
study in place of the hap-hazard way of having each school 
doing something different. The schedule is of sufficient 
elasticity to permit its adaptation to any school, and when 
handled. by a competent teacher seems to be well fitted to 
our needs. Some confusion naturally arises at first in fit- 
ting the pupils to their proper grade, and in adapting the 
program. Itis only after a few years of use that the bene- 
fits and real defects of the arrangements will become 
apparent. 

Last spring we definitely’ entered upon the plan of 
holding in the village a monthly meeting of all the teachers 
of the district, and of paying each teacher present a 
month’s wages. All teachers, except one or two, regularly 
attended, even though some had long distances to go. 
The advantages of the plan are many. The definite pro- 
grams with discussion of teaching problems is very help- 
ful. Teachers can get regularly all needed supplies. 
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Hach member of the board meets all the teachers. Every- 
body concerned gets new and helpful ideas. It enables 
the teachers to pay their board bills promptly each month. 
Unfortunately we were unable to continue these meet- 
ings during the fall, owing to the fact that the treasury 
was empty and we did not feel that it would be’right to 
ask the teachers to come without receiving their money. 
It was late in the fall before enough money to pay a few 
of the teachers was paid into the treasury. For this rea- 
son one of our teachers was obliged to hire money to pay 
her board. Another has resigned her position, giving 
frankly as one of the reasons for so doing, the fact that she 
was unable to get her money monthly. We urge thata 
definite plan be made that sufficient money be paid into the 
treasury so that we may pay teachers each month and have 
enough money on hand to take advantage of cash discounts. 
An event to which many will look back with pleasure 
was the Grange School Exhibit. Through the kindness 
of the grange first prizes of one dollar each and second 
prizes of red ribbons were offered and awarded as follows:

The first prize for a school exhibit of products of all 
kinds was awarded school No. 5. The prize was a framed 
picture, ‘‘The Angelus,’’ for the school room. The second 
prize for school a exhibit, a Bird Book, illustrated in colors, 
went to school No. 4. Every school in the district except 
two had an exhibit at the fair. The Winona exhibit of 
drawings is worthy of especial mention. Much] praise is 
due to all the teachers for their interest and aid in making 
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the event a success. We wish to thank the grange asa 
whole for holding the exhibit and we especially wish to 
thank all those who labored so earnestiy and efficiently in 
carrying out the plan. 

We hope that something similar may be planned for 
the coming year. 

Much still remains to be done before our school sys- 
tem and equipment are adequate to our needs. Without 
stopping to discuss our pressing need of a professional 
superintendent—an official whom before this report is 
printed, we may by statute law be required to supply, we 
would call the attention of the voters of the district to the 
following facts: 

First, that though the outside of all the buildings ex- 
cept No. 4 is in fairly good repair, the interior equipment 
of several is unsatisfactory and in some cases wholly 
unsuitable. 

At No. 7 the supports under the building have settled 
so that the floor sags in the middle. Additional windows 
need to be cut as the lighting is so poor that the pupils 
can scarcely see to readona dark day. The little wooden 
blackboards are so high from the floor that a small child 
can scarcely reach to the bottom; the desks are old wooden 
benches ; there is no underpinning on the back side of the 
building, so that until it was banked with sawdust. the cold 
wind had free access to the space below the floor. Ten 
pupils have attended this school during the fall and winter. 

At No. 16 there are old wooden benches, and small 
wooden blackboards. ‘The ceiling needs to be plastered. 

Though considerable improvement has been made at 
No. 13, many of the desks are rickety and broken, the in- 
terior sadly needs painting, and the floor is in bad con- 
dition. 

The No. 4 school building greatly needs painting out- 
side and inside ; many of the desks are broken ; the small 
wooden blackboards are very poor, the lighting is bad and 
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the heating worse. ‘There is no satisfactory playground 
for the pupils. 

Second we would point out to the district that as was 
reported last year the state superintendent has condemned 
such equipment. We recommend that the district enter 
upon the policy of each year properly equipping one or 
two school buildings until all are satisfactory. This might 
be done at an average cost of $200 per building., ~ 

Our estimation of the various amounts to be appro- 
priated at the district meeting is as follows: 

For generalimprovements of buildings and repairs $400 oO 


supplies 250 00 
high school tuition 500 00 
Amount above that required by law 800 00 
For officers’ salaries 120 00 


In conclusion we wish to state that the present con- 
dition of the schools is an improvement, though it may be 
slight, over last year. In all our work we have endeavored 
to carry out the designs of the state and to lay a broad 
foundation for future improvemients.
